Nothing unusual oceurred until the 
2d of January, when vague remors of aa 
approaching enemy reached me. I at once 
sent parties to reconnolter, but nothing was 
discovered that substantiated the port 
the afterncon of the 3d. At trat time 
I detailed Captain Linton with thiriy of his 
best shots and five meuoted cavalry men from 
Captain Russell's Company, and Lieu enant 
Belcher, also mounted, from Campan x. to 
make'a reconnoissance with me in the d 
of the new ~- leading to Winghester. 
had proceeded but about three miles when 
we discovered a squad of the rebels’ caval 
They soon halted near the advance line of their 
approaching force, which I have learned from 
seve different and thorvughty reliable 
sources, numbered mot less than ecight- 
cen thousand, including one regiment 
cavalry and twenty-two pieces of 
artillery. A brisk engagement ensued be- 
tween our men and tifleen or twenty rebel 
cavalry and about one hundred and fifty in- 
fantry. Discovering the grat odds against us, 
I ordered a retreat, which the most of our 
accomplished under great difficulties, bat 
with nfuch credit to themselves and disap- 
oe intnient to the enemy. Lieut. Belcher, the 

ve cayairymen and s(veral of our iudaatry, 
retreated under a volley of not less than a 
hundred guns from the enemy, that evidently 
tried to cut off our retreat; and, strange to 
say, Do harm was done except- one horse 
wounded. 

We lost in the skirmish eight of Captain 
Linton’s men, who I have since learned, were 
taken prisoners, and three others were wound- 
ed. Tam credib! y informed that we killed five 
of the enemy, including one First Licutenagt, 
and wounded nine. 

I can but speak In high terms of commenda- 
tion of all engaged with me in the skirmish. 
Our position was at one time a critical one, 
and nothing but consideration and courage 
saved us from falling victims to rebel lead, or 
being booked for Richmond. 

Returning to Bath, I strengthened my picket 
cuard and applic d to you for reinforce euients, 
At widnight the Pennsylvania S4th, Col. Mur- 
ray commanding, and a portion of Captala 
Russell's cavalry compauy arrived. 

We all left the village about 4 o'clock a. m., 
and took our position on Warm Spring Ridge, 
near artillery. 

The enemy appeared in the wood, on our 

right, early in the morning, and from that 
anti! Col Murray ordered a retreat, a 
brisk skirmishing fire was kept up by de tach- 
cdcompanies of$the Pennsylvania S4th and 
portions of our “companies. But so perfect 
was our position of defence that none of our 
forces were killed, while the enemy must have 
lost as many as fifty or seventy-five. The guns 
with which the Pennsylvania 84th were armed 
were Dew, and many of Laem were at Grat ve 
ineflicient, otherwise still more destruction 
would doubtless have been dealt out to the

A Proposition to Hire t 

Since the war began there has ees nm no end 
dnd no answer to the inquiry, “ What to do 
with the contrabands?’’ The more we ad- 
yance into the enemy's country, and the more 
negroes that come to our standard—-with this 
problem unsolved—the more the trouble aris- 
jog fromit. Varions propositions have been 
made in Congress of col onizing the rebellious 
States, and as our army goes forward, leave a 
new and loyal population behind. Public 
opinion and the minds of our legislators have 
pot, however, settled upon any one plan, 
and in the diversity of sentiment It has been 
feared nothing would be done. But now a 
bona fide proposition has been made, by par- 
ties who have abundance of capit® to make 
good their promises, to lease twenty thousand 
acres of land immediately around Port Royal, 
with fivé thousand blacks as hired laborers, 
for the prodaction of the next cotton crop; 
and furthermore, the parties propuse tu pay 
the Government an annual rental of $100,000, 
besides $11 a month as wages to the blacks, 
and they will give bonds in half a million dol- 
lars for the fulfillment of their obligations. 

The bidders are Elif, Brilton & Eaton, mana- 
facturers of agricultural tupiemcats at Spring- 
field, Vt. They argue that these lands have 
been seized as enemy's property , forjthejpablic 
use, and that it is the duty of the Government 
to derive some revenue therefrom. Or if it 
be held that the Governmentjhas possessions 
only in trust for owners who shall hereafter 
prove their loyalty and title, then it is no less 
the duty of the Government to use the estates, 
as they may be held to answer not only for 
rents actually recefved, but for such as might 
have been received, It ie an incidental rec- 
ommendation that employment and wages will 
be given to.5,000 blacks ; that a market will be 
opened for Northern implements and produc- 
tions worth half a million dollars; and that 
an average crop of 12,000 bales of Sea Taland 
cotton will be realized for Northern manafac- 
ture.
